At the Fairs 


As the next issue of the JOURNAL is 
dedicated to the fairs it will naturally 
contain considerable material on that 
subject.

$100, the New York State Fair by $120 
and the National Dairy Show by $215.

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A New World Champion In Class C 


Cherub’s Althea of Fair Meadows 145860 


HERUB’S Althea of Fair Meadows 145860 be- 
( | came a world champion taking first place in 

class C when she finished her test producing 
15277.6 pounds of milk and 926.2 pounds of butter fat . 
She is owned by D. D. Tenney, Shorewood Farm, 
Crystal Bay, Minnesota, and was bred by A. L. French, 
Anoka, Minnesota. Her sire was Cherub’s King of 
Shorewood 70970 and her dam Polly’s Jewel of Fair 
Meadows 52495. 

In speaking of the 
record C. §S. Holgren, 
superintendent of Shore- 
wood Farm, says: ‘‘ The 
completion of a world’s 
record in this class by a 
granddaughter of Lady- 
smith’s Cherub 30760 
again gives proof to the 
facts so clearly set forth 
by John Clark in his 
article in the JOURNAL 
of a few months ago that 
‘Production Does Fol- 
low Type.’ While Cher- 
ub’s Althea of Fair Mea- 
dows 145860 has never 
been on the show circuit 
she is a most acceptable 
aged cow and_ should 
show well in any of the 
larger rings. She was purchased by Shorewood Farm 
at the Minnesota State Sale in June of 1926 at a nominal 
figure. She looked like a real dairy cow and, of course, 
her breeding, being a granddaughter of Ladysmith’s 
Cherub 30760, made her of unusual interest to us.” 

At the time of her purchase she was open and was 
later bred on the farm to a son of Ladysmith’s Cherub 
30760 out of Ma Chere Procris 55855. In March of 
1927 she gave birth to a heifer calf and was started on 
test. A glance at the table of production on this page 
will show the wonderful persisitency that this cow had 
at the pail. For the first month she produced 63.49 
pounds of butter fat and with but two exceptions pro- 
duced not less than seventy-two pounds of butter fat 
nor more than seventy-nine pounds. During June 
and July her production increased to 84.83 pounds of 
butter fat and 88.58 pounds. During the entire time 
she never milked more than forty-nine pounds of milk 
a day and was milking over forty pounds the day she 
finished. Because of her unusual persistency retests 
were taken in May, June, July, September, November, 
December and January and check tests were taken 
five months of the year. It would seem that she was 
either on a retest or check test nearly every month. 

Much of the credit for the making of this splendid 
record goes to Theodore Halvorson who has charge 
of all the test cows at Shorewood and who milked and 
fed ‘‘Althea’”’ throughout the year with the exception

of about two weeks. 

Her dam, Polly’s Jewel of Fair Meadows 52495, was 
not a particularly outstanding individual making a 
record of 7194.7 pounds of milk and 386.37 pounds of 
butter fat in class AA. She was by Imp. Ships Bells 
19667 and out of Polly of Meadow Brook 16330. 

Much, however, can be said of her sire and his blood. 
Cherub’s King of Shorewood 70970, the sire of ‘“‘Al- 
thea,’’ is by Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 that has twenty 
Advanced Register 
daughters which average 
10080 pounds of milk 
and 600.08 pounds of 
butter fat. ‘‘King’”’ was 
purchased as a yearling 
by A. L. French of 
Anoka, Minnesota, for 
$500. Three years later 
he was sold to his pres- 
ent owner, M. B. Lee of 
West Salem, Wiscon- 
sin, at 100 per cent. 
profit. Unfortunately 
the daughters at Mr. 
French’s farm were not 
officially tested but they 
did very well in cow 
testing association work. 
At Mr. Lee’s farm there 
are several good daugh- 
ters of “‘King” but no Advanced Register work has 
been done. Another, Mr. Lee at Holmen, Wisconsin, 
used ‘‘King”’ with the result that he has an extremely 
nice lot of young things coming on. 

One of the foundation cows at Shorewood Farm 
purchased from Charles L. Hill of Rosendale, Wiscon- 
sin, was the dam of ‘King.’ This animal, Imp. 
Althea of Sarnia 40208, has a record of 10309.0 pounds 
of milk and 548.7 pounds of butter fat in class AA which 
was made at the farm. 

In speaking of the progress of the herd and some of 
the plans for the future which are of interest to the 
readers, Mr. Holgren says: ‘ ‘King,’ the sire of ‘Al- 
thea,’ this new world champion, is now being used in

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Guernsey Growth of Recent Years 


As Seen in Registrations and Transfers 


HIS is a statistical study of the registrations and 
| transfers of pure bred Guernsey cattle during the 
last three or four years, made with the object of 
visualizing the growth of the Guernsey breed by states 
and sections of the United States. The annual reports 
of the Secretary of THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE 
CLUB constitute the source of information, but the 
necessity for brevity in the publishing of such reports 
has heretofore prevented the possibility of making the 
information generally available. The study will show 
accurately the relative importance of each state in: 

(1) Registrations,—which will generally indicate the 
greatest income-producing states to the CLUB; 

(2) purchases of Guernsey cattle,—-which will be in- 
dicative of the amount of breed development in pro- 
portion to the rest of the country; 

(3) sales of cattle—which will show which states are 
comparatively the most active in disposing of surplus 
stock. 

Each of the three accompanying tables are divided 
into two general parts. The first half shows the actual 


number of registrations and transfers by sex in the 
fiscal year April 1, 1925, to March 31, 1926; and index 
numbers showing the increase or decrease in each state 
during the two following years, using the first year as a 


basis of 100.0 for computation. At the bottom of each 
table may be seen the figures for the United States, or 
the breed as a whole. The second half of each table is 
divided into two parts or groups of columns, showing 
what percentages of registrations and transfers were 
made in each state for the last three or four years. 

In general, the higher the index numbers in the first 
half of each table, the greater is the increase in Guernsey 
business, except in the cases of a few states in which the 
number of 1925-26 registrations or transfers was very 
small, when a slight increase will constitute a large 
percentage increase, and hence a larger index number. 
Such a state, for instance, would be Louisiana, Texas or 
Wyoming. In a few states where no transactions were 
recorded during the base year, the number of registra- 
tions or transfers for the second year was taken as 100.0. 

All three of the tables were roughly divided into sec- 
tions of the United States, and partially with relation 
to the extension territories of the CLUB and the various 
state Guernsey Breeders’ Associations that are sup- 
porting extension work. 

After reviewing the information and explanation 
presented on each table, it will be seen that there are 
four states which have equalled or exceeded the average 
increase for the entire breed on all three items —regis-

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trations, purchases and sales, for both sexes, for both 
years. In other words, these four states have been 
most consistent in their increase of Guernsey business 
from every standpoint of the Herd Register Division. 
The four states are Michigan, Nebraska, Washington 
and Oregon. Other states are outstanding in one or 
two of the items, but these lead the procession of Guern- 
sey growth. 


Guernsey Registrations 


[Aste I. gives the figures on registrations, from 
which it will be seen that in 1925-26 there were 
11347 bulls and 20899 females registered with THE 
AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB. In 1926-27, the 
national index number on bulls being 112.6, and 108.5 
on cows, means that 12.6 per cent. more bulls and 8.5 
per cent. more cows were registered during this year 
than during the preceding year. Furthermore, the 
figures for 1927-28 show an increase of 26.5 per cent. in 
bull registrations and 18.0 per cent. in female registra- 
tions over 1925-26, the base year. 

The presence of a { indicates that that state has 
equalled or exceeded the average increase for the breed 
for that sex during both years. The * indicates that 
that state has equalled or exceeded the breed average 
increase in registrations for both years, and for both 
sexes. It will be noted that only the twelve states of Ohio, 
Michigan, Delaware, Maryland, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Nebraska, Arkansas, Washington, Oregon, Idaho 
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and Utah are thus classified. Generally speaking, these 
states will show the greatest proportionate activity in 
point of registrations, but they will not necessarily be 
the largest states. In other words, regardless of the 
actual number of registrations in these states, they 
have had the greatest proportionate increase from year 
to year. 

A few examples will make the table more intelligible. 
We find that the state of Maine exceeded her 1925-26 
registrations of bulls in both of the last two years, but 
in the last year she did not keep up with the average 
breed increase. On the other hand, New Hampshire 
exceeded the national average increase in both years 
for bull registrations, hence is marked with a f. On 
still another hand, the next state, Vermont, has not 
only failed to keep up with the normal breed increase of 
bull registrations, but has actually had a decrease in 
the past two years, compared with 1925-26. This may 
be due to an abnormally high number of registrations 
in 1925-26, the base year, and is partly due to the terr- 
ible flood which swept the state last fall. Pennsylvania 
came very close to earning a *, as she exceeded the na- 
tional increase in bulls registered for both years, and 
for females in 1926-27, but failed to quite reach the 
breed’s normal increase in female registrations during 
the last year. The last example is that of Ohio, which 
has made greater increase in registrations of both sexes 
during both years, and is therefore marked with a *. 

The second half of Table I reveals the percentage of

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the breed’s total registrations of each sex that have been 
made by each state during the last four years. One of 


the groups of outstanding interest is that of Wisconsin, 
for example, which in 1924-25 registered 27.479 per 
cent. of all of the bulls registered during that year. 
A steady decrease in percentage is seen during each of 
the last three years, until she registered only 21.130 
per cent. of the breed’s bulls during the last fiscal year. 
However, this does not mean that Wisconsin is register- 
ing less bulls than she did four years ago; it means only 
that her bull registrations are not increasing in such 
great proportion as in many other states. The same 
situation is seen in her female registrations. A good 
example of the opposite situation is seen in the state of 
Michigan, which registered 4.910 per cent. of the 
breed’s bulls in 1924-25, but increased each year until 
she is now registering 6.133 per cent. of the bulls of the 
breed. Michigan finds the same situation in female 
registrations. A correlation is seen between this set of 
percentage figures, and the unusually high index figures 
for Michigan in the first half of the table. It is of in- 
terest to note that twenty-two states each registered 
more than one per cent. of the bulls registered in 1927- 
28, and these twenty-two states registered a total of 
92.142 per cent. of the breed’s bulls that year. How- 
ever, the states are widely scattered. 


With this detailed explanation and study of Table I, 
the other two tables will be left more to the reader’s 
imagination, as the principles of study will be the same. 
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Guernsey Purchases 

N a measure, this Table II is more indicative of 
progress in breed interest than either of the others, 
since it reflects the buying capacity of each state for 
individuals of the breed. Here again it must be remem- 
bered that the largest percentage increases of purchases 
are frequently made in the smaller and newer Guernsey 
states, although the total number of cattle purchased 
may be much larger in some states that fail to show an 
increase in buying. In fact, with a few exceptions, the 
older and stronger Guernsey states appear to have ap- 
proached nearer to the Guernsey buying saturation 
point than most of the other states. This situation is, 
of course, reasonably sure to come about at some time 
in the history of each of the older states. Just as, in the 
old law of Physics, ‘‘for every action there must be a 
reaction,’’ so for every purchase of a Guernsey there 
must be a sale. No state is entirely self-sufficient to 
the extent that its breeders never buy an animal from 
another state, but many states have such a strong home 
demand for Guernseys that their purchases will out- 

strip their sales, and they become importing states. 
Table II shows us that we purchased 11889 bulls and 
16917 cows in 1925-26; that as our index members were 
106.3 and 121.1 for 1926-27 and 1927-28, we therefore 
increased our purchases of bulls by 6.3 and 21.1 per 
cent. respectively during the last two years, as compared 
with the base year; and that our purchase of females 


was 1.5 per cent. lower in 1926-27 than in the base year,

Becomes Successful Dairyman With Aid of Michigan Central 


IX years ago a young farmer, 
located near Gaylord, Michigan, 


sat in the office of the county agricultural agent, 
discussing the perplexing problem of how to make 
money out of a farm without the necessary capital. 
He had come up from southern Michigan a few years 
before and had been struggling along without much 
success until he and his capable wife had become rather

discouraged. The county agent had been urging him 
to build up a good dairy herd, and when he repeated 
his advice, this young farmer said, ‘“‘Why, that takes 
a lifetime, and anyway I haven’t the money to buy 
any good foundation stock, to say nothing about the 
pure bred sire.”’ 

County Agent Lytle replied: ‘‘Sam, you have three 
cows in your herd good enough to start with. I will 
get you a good pure bred sire free of charge. Then, 
if you will follow my advice, I will guarantee you a 
herd of ten cows within ten years 
which will return you two dollars for 
every dollar you spend on them for 
feed.” 

Amazed and incredulous, Sam Haga- 
dorn closed the deal, wondering how 
the party of the second part could 
possibly deliver. As for the latter, 
he never bet on a surer thing in his 
life. He had been informed a few 
weeks previously that the Michigan 
Central Railroad, through its Agri- 
cultural Department, had become so 
thoroughly convinced that dairying 
on the Mackinaw Division would 
result in increased mutual prosperity 
for both the farmer and the carrier, 
that it had decided to lease good pure 
bred sires free of charge to such groups of responsible 
farmers as were earnestly striving to build up more 
efficient dairy herds. He was satisfied that Mr. Haga- 
dorn and his neighborhood would qualify. 


Discouragement Takes to Its Heels 


A FEW months later Mr. Hagadorn was notified that 

a Guernsey bull calf was waiting for him at the 
Michigan Central Station at Gaylord, and he hastened 
down to transport it back to his farm. From then on 
the battle was waged in earnest, and too much cannot 
be said for Sam and his family, as they endured the 
daily grind. Sam’s determination and Mrs. Haga-

dorn’s inspiration and helpful hand 
proved too much for Old Man Dis- 
couragement and year by year a few more choice 
heifers replaced the old scrub and grade cows until, 
at the end of six years, we find the herd consisting of 
eight heifers from the Michigan Central sires—a dif- 
ferent sire was leased to him two years ago—and the 
two foundation cows. In the cow testing association 
records, we find that the herd aver- 
aged a return of $2.31 for every dol- 
lar’s worth of feed given them. 

The county agent had, indeed, made 
good. He delivered the pure bred sire, 
the herd produced in six years what 
he promised it would within ten years 
and—the most amazing thing of all— 
he did not have to furnish Sam with 
very much advice after the first year 
because the latter began to study farm 
papers and soon became well informed 
on the subjects of “‘feeding, breeding 
and weeding.”’ 

The scene returns, after six years, 
to the county agent’s office, Sep- 
tember, 1927, with Messrs. Lytle and 
Hagadorn present. The records of 
the cow testing association are before them and Mr. 
Lytle says: ‘‘ Well, Sam, your herd placed first in the 
cow testing association this year—your cows averaged 
393 pounds of butter fat a cow and they returned you 
$2.31 for every dollar’s worth of feed. This is a re- 
markable performance, but much more so because 
four of these ten cows are only two years old and only 
two of them are mature cows. Moreover, you are now 
recognized as a well-informed, progressive dairyman. 
May I consider the contract made six years ago as ful-

filled?”’ 

The reply was still more surprising. Mr. Hagadorn 
said: ‘‘ You have more than fulfilled the contract and 
I am glad you think I have done my part. However, 
I am not stopping now. I have just purchased two 
pure bred cows for $340 which will each produce over 
600 pounds of butter fat in a year, and I am starting 
all over again with that production as my goal for 
the herd average. Moreover, my neighbors and I 
have just bought a pure bred Guernsey bull calf worth 
$500 which is recognized as one of the best bred Guern- 
sey bulls in the state.”

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Sane, Profitable Herd Building 


Chester County, South Carolina, Becoming Strong Guernsey Center 


r [ XEN years ago Chester County, South 
Carolina, imported a carload of pure 
bred Guernsey cows as an important 

first step towards diversification in a county that had 

for many years put its sole dependence in cotton and 
was finding it a broken reed. The movement for cows 
was begun by agricultural specialists of the state agri- 
cultural college, and its chief backer financially was 

R. B. Caldwell, banker and farmer, who was a pioneer 

patron of dairying, practicing what he preached. 

From that first carload of pure breds and from other 
sources later many Chester farmers made a start to- 
wards building herds of the best Guernsey blood with- 
out great cost for purchased animals for they are 
growing out the increase from one or two or three good 
cows purchased then and superior bulls which are to 
be found now in the county within reach of every 
farmer. In 1925 an intensive pure bred sire campaign 
was the means of ridding the county of all scrub bulls 
and bringing in many bulls of fine blood lines. 


Gradual Herd Building 


(22? instances of sane gradual herd building are 
those of J. Watt Weir, R. B. Caldwell, Z. G. Darby, 
J. D. Glass and others. Mr. Weir, starting a good 
many years ago, now has a score of tiptop animals 
and a grandson of Langwater Cavalier 21012 for herd 
bull. His income so far has been chiefly from sales of 
surplus stock and value of manure but he is now in- 
creasing his milk and cream output. His two calf 
club sons are learning to be thoroughly dairy-minded. 

Z. G. Darby bought two pure bred Guernseys in 
1918 and set out to develop a first class herd. He now 
has eighteen cows and a fine bull, his herd having come 
all from the two foundation cows. He has sold much 
valuable young stock, this and sales of milk or cream 
furnishing his support for the herd building. 

J. D. Glass, who until 1920 was principally a cotton 
grower but kept two or three grade cows, saw the 
handwriting on the farming wall and that year he 
bought with low-priced cotton a high-priced pure 
bred Guernsey cow for $395, believing it best to have 
the best. He now has twelve fine animals in his herd 
all home-raised but one, and in 1927 he realized $1300 
from an average of nine cows milked. His weekly check 
from sale of sour cream is now running around thirty- 
two dollars, which is largely profit, for his feeds are 
largely home-grown and home-mixed. He grows yellow 
corn, peas, soybeans, and grinds and makes a feed 
mixture of corn-and-cob meal and cottonseed meal, 
using the hay for roughage. He insists, incidentally,

that this feed goes back to his land as 
manure, cutting his fertilizer bills fifty 
per cent. to seventy-five per cent. and 
greatly increasing the efficiency of the fertilizer he does 
buy to go under cotton and other crops—for he still 
grows cotton and makes far better yields than formerly.

Two other dairy farmers who have built up small 
herds from one or two pure bred cows are Harper 
Guinn and R. J. Huey. Mr. Guinn bought one of the 
pure breds from that first carload in 1918. Now he 
has a herd that enables him to milk six or seven cows 
regularly, his cream check running to a neat weekly 
sum and his skimmilk being used profitable to feed 
pigs and chickens from which he has a good income. 
So satisfied is he with cows, hens and hogs that he has 
cut his cotton acreage from 100 acres to twenty acres. 
Mr. Huey, similarly, started with one or two good 
cows and now milks seven or eight and owns half in- 
terest in a fine bull. He, too, uses skimmilk for pigs 
and poultry. 


Bigger Herds Pay Well 


| Dues farming on a commercial scale as a principal 

farm enterprise is another outcome of the move- 
ment toward dairying begun in Chester ten years ago, 
and instances are easy to find that the big dairy farmers 
find it profitable. 

R. B. Caldwell, banker, Guernsey breeder and dairy 
farmer, already mentioned as pioneer patron of dairy- 
ing and diversification in Chester County, is a main- 
stay of the Chester Milk Company, the milk from his 
herd of around forty cows helping to make Chester 
City unique in that all milk sold there is from pure 
bred Guernseys. Ten years ago Mr. Caldwell was 
chief sponsor and backer for the first carload of pure 
bred Guernseys imported. He started his herd then, 
and has gradually established a high class herd. Test- 
ing his cows regularly, he knows—and admits—that 
they pay, even though his other interests keep him 
from giving close personal attention. 

W. H. Peden, a first class traveling man, has a Guern- 
sey herd of thirty to thirty-five cows and sells $500 
worth of milk to Charlotte, North Carolina, monthly 
under rigid milk laws. In a firm belief that dairying 
would pay he bought “‘ black jack”’ land at boom prices,

It is a far ery from New Rochelle to New Orleans, 
but a seventy-three foot baggage car, equipped with 
steam heat, electric lights, and with an individual stall 
for each animal eliminated the usual hardships at- 
tendant upon livestock transportation, reducing these 
merely to a matter of time. Shipped by express, they 
reached their destination in a little less than three days. 
By rail Donaldsonville lies sixty-five miles northwest 
of the Crescent City the nation’s second port and 
like this city is situated on the banks of the Mississippi 
River, which at this point is a mile wide. 

Heading this herd was Cheerful of Ward Acres 
129389, a fourteen months old son of Albamont De- 
fender 91073, that in turn is a son of Duchess Ruth 
47060, the former world’s champion in class AA that 
now holds sixth place. Albamont Defender 91073 
is too young to have any daughters in the Advanced 
Register, but is a grandson of the prepotent Don 
Diavolo of Linda Vista 23565, being sired by Albamont 
Sovereign 59886.

Tuberculosis Control 


[" is gratifying to report from time to time the steady 
advancement of the control of tuberculosis in this 
country. Millions of dollars and months and years of 
arduous labor are being put into this work. At times 
it would seem that very little progress is being made, 
yet in looking back over the past year or two it will be 
found that real progress has been accomplished. Dr. 
A. E. Wight, in charge of the work of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, has recently made a sum- 
mary showing the standing of the work at the present 
time and the development which is being made. 

A fourth survey of the country recently completed 
indicates that bovine tuberculosis now affects only 
about two per cent. of the animals as against four per 
cent. at the time of the first survey in 1922. A study 
of the map prepared to show the degree of infection in 
the various counties indicates that this disease does not 
exist to any great extent except in comparatively few 
counties. There are sixty-nine counties in the United 
States in which the degree of infection is estimated to 
be more than fifteen per cent. In these sixty-nine 
counties there are approximately 1,690,000 head of 
cattle, and it will readily be seen that this is a small part 
of the total cattle population. In the section of the 
country where the disease is estimated to exist to a 
degree of more than seven per cent. but not more than 
fifteen per cent., there are seventy counties having a 
total cattle population of approximately 1,771,000. It 
is in these localities where the disease exists to more 
than seven per cent. that the losses and expenses in- 
cidental to carrying on the campaign are great. 

For the success of the tuberculosis eradication cam- 
paign Dr. Wight gave great credit to the press, daily 
and agricultural. ‘‘To the best of my knowledge,’’ he 
said, “‘practically every periodical devoted to the in- 
terest of the farmer and livestock owner fully endorses 
the methods and importance of the work. The radio 
also has been helpful.”’ 

Other agencies working for non-tuberculosis livestock 
are the packers with their ten cents a hundred weight 
premium for hogs from clean areas, the health officials 
of many cities who have forced the testing of dairy cattle 
in their milksheds by refusing to allow the sale of milk 
from untested cows, the cooperative effort of the states 
and Federal Government in providing funds for testing 
and compensation for owners of infected animals, and 
the field forces and veterinarians engaged in the work. 


Until 1919, there was no federal prohibition of inter- 
state shipments of tuberculous cattle. In the last six 
months of 1927 about 262,000 cattle, mostly dairy 
cattle, were moved interstate after passing a successful 
tuberculin test. The test, however, detected 1,600 
reactors, and these were prevented from moving inter- 
state to mingle with healthy cattle. Last year state 
appropriations for tuberculosis eradication, including 
county funds, amounted to $14,000,000, and for the 
next fiscal year the Federal Government has appro- 
priated about $6,000,000. 

The actual figures as reported of March this year 
show 477 modified accredited counties with 158,838 
accredited herds containing 2,140,408 animals. There 
are at the present time over 2,000,000 head under 
supervision that have a total of 20,525,916 cattle. Not 
all of the infection has been eliminated as shown by the 


fact that of the 1,000,000 animals tested during the 
month of March there were 27,999 reactors. 

Gradually and permanently the Federal Government, 
states, counties and individuals are getting the upper 
hand on tuberculosis control. With this steady ad- 
vancement there is becoming less and less opposition 
to the work and only in a few sections is there found 
opposition worth considering. 


James W. Bullock 


ORD has been received of the death of James Wil- 

son Bullock on May 9. Mr. Bullock was a busi- 

ness man at Cincinnati, Ohio, and for many years ran 

a Guernsey herd at Yeadon Farm, Williamstown, 

Massachusetts. He was active in Williamstown own- 

ing the Greylock Hotel and was formerly president of 
the water company. 

He was a member of THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CAT- 
TLE CLUB, having joined over eighteen years ago. Mr. 
Bullock graduated from Williams College in 1881 and 
has always kept in close touch with that section of the 
country. Many of the older breeders will remember 
Mr. Bullock and will regret to learn of his death. 


John F. Daniels 


OHN F. DANIELS, one of the familiar figures in the 
eastern sale rings, died on June 8 at Worcester, 
Massachusetts. Because of his wide acquaintance and 
prominence at Guernsey sales we wish to give a letter 
received from B. Durell, secretary of the Worcester 
Agricultural Society, regarding Mr. Daniel’s last 
illness. 

‘‘He came back from the sales that were held in 
Trenton and Baltimore last week feeling unwell. He 
told me he thought he had eaten something at the sale 
in Baltimore that did not agree with him, and he went 
to his daughter’s house in Swarthmore, Pennsylvania, 
the evening of the Baltimore sale and stayed there until 
Sunday, May 26. Hethen came home. The week fol- 
lowing he stayed in bed a couple of days and gradually 
got better and was able to go out a few hours each day 
to attend to his business, and the last thing I saw him 
do was plant some flowers in his garden on Monday, 
June 4. Tuesday morning about eight o’clock he had 
a stroke of paralysis (cerebral hemorrhage). During 
the three days that elapsed between the stroke and 
his death we felt he was getting better. While he lost 
the power of clear speech he was kept very quiet and 
it looked as if John was going to pull through. At 
4:30 this morning (June 8), the last time the family 
spoke to him, the improvement seemed to be main- 
tained, and they went back to bed. He apparently 
turned over on his side and passed away in his sleep a 
few minutes after.

Manitowoc County Guernsey Sale 
Wisconsin Breeders Hold Third Annual Sale of Pure Bred Guernseys 


T's: Manitowoc County, Wisconsin, Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association held its third annual sale 
at the Fair Grounds, Manitowoc, on May 23. 

The sale was well conducted under the management of 

George W. Kiel of Whitewater, Wisconsin, formerly the 

secretary of the Manitowoc County Guernsey Breeders’ 

Association. They had good weather, good attendance 

of over 300 people and the cattle brought about their 

value—quality, type and recorded production consid- 
ered. 

Thirty-eight head brought $6298, an average of 
$165.74. A good proportion of these were young which 
somewhat lowered the average. There were eight bulls 
that averaged eighty-six dollars and thirty females 
that averaged $187. The thirty-eight head went to 
twenty-six different buyers of whom eleven were from 
down state and fifteen from Manitowoc or adjoining 
counties. 


Manitowoc County is a Guernsey community of 
considerable size and they have some very creditable 
herds. Many of the breeders have used more than 
average judgment in the selection of their bulls. The 
pedigrees in the sale, however, were noticeably lacking 
in official records and the prices received reflected the 
need for more official testing in the county. 


Three head brought over $300 each. The top cow, 
Bell’s Bessie of Future Hope 219488, brought $350. 
She was from the good herd of L. T: and E. T. Voigt of 
Reedsville, Wisconsin. This young cow, fresh on May 
19 at twenty-two months of age, was sired by Royal 
Master of Calumet 115858 whose two nearest dams 
average 577 pounds of butter fat. The young cow’s 
dam is of old Manitowoc County breeding and has an 
official record of 10597.8 pounds of milk and 477.53 
pounds of butter fat in class AA and is the dam of one 
daughter with 521.46 pounds of butter fat in class DD. 
Another good Manitowoc County breeder, Elton Mor- 
gan of Cato, was her purchaser. 


Jennie of East Lynne 136780, from Mr. Morgan’s 
herd, brought $300. A six year old cow with a 372 
pound cow testing association record, a first prize 
winner at the county fair as atwo year old and with a 
credit of 103 pounds of butter fat in fifty-three days 
since she freshened last. Her sire is Dairymaid’s 
Golden Noble 53625 whose two nearest dams average 
669 pounds of butter fat. The dam of Mr. Morgan’s 
cow made 333 pounds of butter fat in class FF and asa 
mature cow made 442 pounds of butter fat in the cow 
testing association. She was purchased by I. W. Moyle 
of Big Bend, Wisconsin. 


The other cow to bring $300 was a cow of excellent 
type, coming seven years old, from the herd of Schaefer 
Brothers of Two Rivers, Wisconsin. This cow, Bella’s 
Amherst Jewel 123747, not only had good type but had 
a cow testing association record of 375 pounds of butter 
fat and had been an extremely regular breeder. She is 
the dam of four heifers and one bull since she first 
freshened, having produced a calf every ten months. 
Her sire, Bella’s Prince of Braeside 61617, already has 
one daughter with an official record of 573.9 pounds of 
butter fat in class C. There was no official testing re- 
corded on the dam’s side of the pedigree. George 
Schmidt of Pewaukee, was the purchaser. 


In addition to the pure breds seven head of grade 
Guernseys were sold. These brought prices ranging 


from eighty dollars for heifers to $150 for a five year old 
grade cow from the herd of Nels N. Peterson of Mani- 
towoc. She freshened in April and has a cow testing 
association record of 315 pounds of butter fat. A seven 
year old grade from the herd of Fred Pflughoeft of 
Algoma that had made 294 pounds of butter fat in six 
months, brought $145, and another eight year old from 
the herd of Henry Mawirka, Algoma, that had milked 
as high as fifty pounds a day, brought $145.

Fifty-five Head Bring a High Average of $399.82 


COMPARISON of the Ohio consignment sale 
A averages during the past five years is interesting. 
The 1923 sale was held at the Anna Dean Farm, 
Barberton, and the eight which have followed were 
all held at Wooster. The forty-three animals sold in 
June, 1923, averaged $269; in June, 1924, forty-two 
head averaged $272; the June, 1925, sale averaged $246 
for fifty-five head; in 1925 the October sale averaged 
$249 for fifty-two head; in June, 1926, fifty-two head 
averaged $268; forty-nine head averaged $264 in the 
October, 1926, sale; sixty head averaged $273 in June, 
1927; in October, 1927, forty-nine head averaged $277, 
and in June, 1928, fifty-five head averaged $339. 

The new mark of the last sale was reached only be- 
cause the breeders had better cattle. This fact was 
evident to every one who has followed the sales. If 
breeders consign some good clean cows to the fall sales 
buyers will appreciate them. 

First impressions are usually right. On June 6 there 
were at least 800 to 1000 people in the sale pavilion at 
Wooster, Ohio, to witness and take part in the twelfth 
consignment sale—their biggest crowd. They had the 
best lot of cattle they have yet sold and the average sell- 
ing price the highest. Why? They believe the reason is 
that consignors and buyers alike have gained confidence 
through the years. There has been no by-bidding and 
the cattle have been rightly represented. The appre- 
ciation of buyers is bringing their best cattle to the 
sales. Association members and buyers are invited to 
give information concerning circumstances connected 
with this or any other consignment sale which they be- 
lieve will help to improve the next one. 

The fifty-five animals sold brought $18,650, or an 
average of $399.82 which is sixty-two dollars above any 
previous average with the exception of the 1921 sale. 
Animals were sold into Michigan, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Florida. The five animals purchased by 
John J. Dauber of Columbus will be shipped to Florida 
in the fall as part of a carload. He and O. L. Jeffries 
are operating a farm in the everglade district at Clewis- 
ton consisting of pure bred and grade Guernseys. 

It is a noteworthy fact that no single animal contri- 
buted unduely to the average. However, eleven fe- 
males sold for $500 or over. Arthur Ibaugh of Dayton, 
whose farm is located at Troy, was the heaviest buyer. 
He added five of the top cows to his fine little herd, 
which is headed by a son of Langwater Master Fred 
51494. He paid $3075 for his selection which included 
the full sisters, Woodvale Luella 132315 and Woodvale 
Queen Louise 111679, consigned by E. E. Tschumy, at 
$600 and $550, respectively. Mr. Tschumy was the 
only consignor to have two cows sell: over the $500 
mark. Mr. Ibaugh’s other purchases included Brown- 
lea Favorite 201178, a daughter of Langwater Cain 
74760 consigned by Charles G. Brown for which he 
paid $700; White’s Warrior Girl 134896 from Halfred 
Farms at $625; and Wonder’s Dotty 161595 from Roy 
E. Cope at $600. With the exception of ‘ Dotty” all 
have good official records. 

Harry McClellan, who retails 800 gallons of milk 
daily in Lancaster, purchased seven fine animals. Wil- 
liam K. Schwenk of Pataskala assisted him in making 
his selections. He secured Easter of Cedar Lane 
200496 for $705, a heifer which was sired by Confident 
May Day 56258. She was bred and consigned by J. S. 
Yoder of Wooster who was presented by the state asso- 


ciation with a beautiful picture of a Guernsey Island 
farm in recognition of his accomplishment of having 
bred and consigned the top priced animal of the sale. 

James Congleton of New Philadelphia was again at 
the ringside and was a good buyer. His purchases in- 
cluded Hiawatha Pearl 133472 at $550, a consignment 
of Martin Allwardt. F.C. Cowham of Jackson, Michi- 
gan, purchased Colore’s Rose of Kingscreek Valley 
194735 at $500. She was consigned by Fred Kandel. 
Mr. Cowham purchased Trixie’s White King 79691, 
the sire of this fine heifer, at the Circle W. Farm dis- 
persal. 

Edward Orton, Jr. bought eight females, the largest 
number by any individual. He paid $2940 for the lot 
which included Governor’s Favorite Rose 96619 with 
13836.2 pounds of milk and 616.5 pounds of butter fat 
in class A, at $550. F. A. Dorhman of Pittsburg se- 
cured three good cows among which was Springdale 
May Violet 129963 which holds two class leader records, 
one of which made her ranking cow in Ohio for 1927 in 
class CCC. She was consigned by Erwin Brothers who 
received $510 for her. 

Halfred Farms brought their consignment to the sale 
in their ‘‘ palace car,”’ arriving early the morning of the 
sale in order that the truck might be there to take home 
any animals which Manager N. H. Hill might buy. 
Mr. Hill did not disappoint himself because he took 
home a beautiful granddaughter of Wardem Ultra King 
27922 in Ultra King’s Pride 158894, consigned by C. 
H. Campbell, for which he paid $575. 

Only those consignments which sold over the $500 
mark are mentioned but there were many other in- 
teresting animals. For example, there was the pair of 
full sisters consigned by C. T. Warrington and sold to 
John Mootz of Dayton for $900.

$500 which is recognized as one of the best bred Guern- 
sey bulls in the state.” 

Mr. Hagadorn’s statements have been verified and, 
without a doubt, he is on the way to become one of 
northern Michigan’s leading dairymen, as well as a 
prosperous patron of the Michigan Central Railroad. 
To add to his joy, he is rearing a family of which he 
may well be proud. All of them are in 4-H club 
work and are winning many prizes. The oldest girl, 
Fern, aged thirteen, won first prize in a calf judging 
contest and was awarded a nice Guernsey calf. Her 
brother, fifteen, placed second in the same contest. 
Fern also won second in an essay contest conducted 
by the Top o’ Michigan Potato Show Association, while 
her brother Edward was awarded a trip to the state 
fair representing his county as the boy who had the 
highest average at the eighth grade examination. 


Michigan Central Does Its Part 


"Ts. working hand in hand with numerous agencies, 

a man who would be a farmer but was handicapped 
by insufficient capital and scientific training, has be- 
come a prosperous, contented, skilled farmer—an asset 
to every business agency dealing in the community, 
and a success before his family and friends. It is but 
an illustration—somewhat outstanding, we admit— 
of the work which is going on in Northern Michigan 
and elsewhere, a work in which the New York Central 
Lines are playing a part. 

A definite dairy program for Northeastern Michigan 
was launched by the Agricultural Department of the 
Michigan Central Railroad in 1919, when five pure 
bred Holstein sires were purchased and leased to re- 
sponsible parties. This was followed by a pure bred 
sire train in 1921 when seventy pure bred bulls were 
traded for as many scrubs. In 1922 and 1923, this was 
followed up with the purchase of twenty additional 
sires which were leased to groups of farmers. Some 
of them were purchased at nominal prices, through 
the cooperation of broad-minded breeders. Among 
the latter was John W. Endicott, president of the 
Merchants National Bank, Detroit, who raised the 
calf on which later was founded the splendid Haga- 
dorn herd. C. J. Spencer, prominent business man in 
Jackson, Michigan, breeder of Holstein cattle, also 
assisted in this movement. 

Since 1923 representatives of the Michigan Central 
Railroad have cooperated in every way possible to en- 
courage the dairy business—-giving community rallies 
at Standish, organizing a cow testing association at 
Pinconning, purchasing cows for individuals and 
groups, arranging exhibits and giving prizes at county 
fairs, ete. Assistance was given to the Gaylord Sav- 
ings Bank last year when it launched a campaign to 
finance the purchase of two carloads of high grade 
cows a year until Otsego County takes its place among 
the leaders in the dairy business. 


Does It Pay? 

NATURALLY, the question arises, ‘‘Does it pay 

the Railroad to take such an active part inthe 
development of the dairy business?’’ Some would say 
that it is worth while from the public relationship 
standpoint alone. Others would wish to consider the 
monetary value of a contented prosperous farmer 
patron to the carrier. This was estimated by James 
J. Hill, the railroad builder at not less than $15,000 
each. Others would consider the increase in direct 
revenue which the carrier has received, and this is 
probably the most tangible. 
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The dairy business of necessity develops slowly, 
especially in a new country, without capital. Hence, 
it is a little early to look for striking increases in reve- 
nue at the end of six years. Nevertheless, using Gay- 
lord as an example, because the dairy program of the 
Railroad has largely centered there, it is found that the 
revenue on milk and cream shipped by baggage has 
multiplied itself six times since 1921. The butter 
shipments by express have increased in direct propor- 
tion. Although these percentages do not represent 
a vast sum of money, it is an indication of the results 
which may be looked for within the next six years be- 
cause it is satisfactory to know that the dairy business 
is being firmly established in that country. No less 
than twenty pure bred sires of outstanding breeding 
have been placed in Otsego County this year, replacing 
largely the Company-owned sires, of which there are 
only five left in that county. 


Prosperity in Sight 
[’ is work of this type which prompted the edi- 
torial written in the Michigan Business Farmer in 
the issue of November 19, in part as follows: 

“Michigan is fortunate in having such a railroad as 
the New York Central Lines serving its citizens in 
many sections. Any movement to improve agricul- 
ture in the state usually has their ready moral and 
financial support.” 

County Agent Lytle, commenting on the encourage- 
ment given the pure bred sire idea by the Railroad 
writes: ‘‘I consider that these sires and the develop- 
ment of this herd have been a direct influence in en- 
couraging the whole neighborhood to use better sires.”’ 

Great movements are not brought about by any one 
man or agency. They usually result from the com- 
bined intelligent, coordinated efforts of a group of in- 
dividuals or agencies. The dairy development at 
Gaylord is no exception. With bankruptcy staring 
them in the face, the Gaylord business men and the 
Otsego County farmers joined hands in 1920 in em- 
ploying County Agent Lytle to work out an agricul- 
tural program that would stave off disaster. In this 
he enlisted the support of the Michigan Central Rail- 
road, the Northeastern Michigan Development Bu- 
reau, and others. The result is as satisfactory as the 
most optimistic dared hope——comparative prosperity 
is in sight, disaster has been averted through the adop- 
tion of a sound dairy program. A concrete evidence 
of this result is the case of Sam Hagadorn.

but was 13.2 per cent. higher during 1927-28 than dur- 
ing 1925-26. We find that the following fourteen 
states have equalled or exceeded the breed’s index num- 
ber of purghases of both sexes during both years: 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, Kentucky, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Colorado, New 
Mexico, Washington, Oregon and Idaho. 

Again in the second half of the table we find some in- 
teresting signs of growth or loss in purchasing power in 
the various states. 

Guernsey Sales 


ABLE III is the reaction to Table II, in that for 
every purchase there must be a sale. The sum- 
mary and index figures for the United States will of 
course be the same as for the table on purchases, but a 
few interesting differences are found within the states 
or territories that contribute to the total figures. We 
have only eight states in which trade has been so active 
that they have exceeded the national average increase 
on both sexes for both years. These states are Michi- 
gan, Delaware, West Virginia, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Washington and Oregon. In quite a large 
number of the states, however, as shown by the pres- 
ence of a {, the sales of bulls have been higher than the 
national average increase. 

It is interesting to compare the table on sales with 
the table on purchases, whereby one may see that cer- 
tain states are buying more than they are selling, while 
in others the reverse is true. It is noticeable that Wis- 
consin, whose breeders purchased 1951 cows in 1925-26, 
sold 2838 in the same year. The same state, which has 
been showing a steady decrease in percentage, has held 
its own and even shows an increase in percentage of all 
cows sold, as seen in the last columns of Table III. 
Massachusetts is one of the states that has begun to 
hold her cows within her own borders, as seen in the 
fact that she had a much smaller percentage of the 
breed’s females sold during the last year than during

the two preceding years. In 1925-26 she sold 6.537 per 
cent. of the females that were sold, but last year she sold 
only 2.598 per cent. of the total.

our herd on daughters, granddaughters and great 
granddaughters of Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 and our 
hopes are that we will have several daughters of his 
to develop, test and show. We have seen what he has 
done in three different herds where he has been used 
whose blood lines bear no relation to one another and are 
greatly impressed with the uniformity he has secured. 

‘“‘With Cherub’s King of Shorewood 70970 we are 
using two sons of Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760, namely, 
Cherub’s Royal Leader of Shorewood 74296 and Cher- 
ub’s Golden Secret of Shorewood 98062. The former 
is out of Pearl of Pomeroy 40325 with a record of 
15804.5 pounds of milk and 777.2 pounds of butter fat, 
and the latter out of a granddaughter of Beda’s May 
King 11893 through her sire. Cherub’s Royal Leader 
of Shorewood 74296 has several daughters on test and 
his first three have averaged 638 pounds of butter fat 
with the first calf. 

‘In the recent field day held here and at Boulder 
Bridge Farm we showed eighteen heifers ranging in 
age from six months to eighteen months, all carrying 
the blood of Ladysmith’s Cherub 30760 through the 
sire or dam or in some cows from both sides.

and the South holds the key.’’ Certainly the weather, 
while the writer was in Louisiana, was all that could 
be desired. Roses were in bloom, clover was six or 
more inches high, cane was up, and the spring work 
already. far advanced. 

The infestation of the Texas cattle-tick has un- 
doubtedly been a hindering factor in the development 
of the cattle industry of the South, but government 
control methods promise ultimate relief from this 
scourge. All cattle in controlled areas have to be 
dipped every fourteen days until such time as the dis- 
trict is declared tick-free. 

The shipment of Abba Guernseys was unloaded at 
the South Louisiana Fair Grounds, this being the only 
tick-free spot in Donaldsonville. The news of their 
arrival quickly travelled, and soon all roads led to the 
Fair Grounds. Among the visitors were the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of Louisiana, several officers of the Cane 
Growers’ Association and many prominent southern 
citizens and planters. Some idea of the sensation the 
invasion of these Golden Guernseys caused may be 
gleaned from the following excerpt from one of Father 
Chambon’s recent letters: 

“Since you left, many people, prominent and other- 
wise, have come to visit the Guernsey herd that has 
made me famous throughout Louisiana and the neigh- 
boring states . . . Who knows if these dear Guern- 
seys will not be the start of a great dairy movement

in this section of Louisiana? It would certainly be the 
best way for me to show my appreciation of this 
princely present . . . I am afraid that I am suffering 
from a ‘cow-complex’ already, and likely to become one 
of the most fervent followers of the cattle fair! Next 
October, isn’t it?”’ 

And so another breeder has joined our ranks. A 
native of France, Reverend Chambon was naturally 
attracted to the docile Guernseys whose early ances- 
tors grazed the meadows of his homeland. We share 
his enthusiasm, thankful that this New York herd has 
been replanted in such promising soil. 

The writer was reading recently of the movement 
of $100,000,000 or more of New England capital into 
southern cotton mills, and the trend of the textile in- 
dustry from this part of the land into the South. The 
dairy industry is also headed Dixie-wards. One of 
the most significant exemplifications of this is found 
in the scheduled return of the National Dairy Show 
to Memphis next fall. Another proof is seen in the 
erection of numerous powdered milk, condensed milk 
and whole milk plants throughout the southern states. 
Their cotton industry threatened by the boll-weevil, 
many of their sugar refineries and plantations lying 
idle, the people of the Southland are turning their at- 
tention to their country’s natural resources, to manu- 
facturing and to diversified agriculture. More and 
better livestock will inevitably accompany this eco- 
nomic revolution, and the introduction of these Guern- 
seys into Louisiana should have a far-reaching effect 
upon the future of the breed in this state.

A Students’ Judging Tour in New Jersey .

Instruction in vocational agri- 
culture is not generally considered 
complete without some _ practical 
work in the field. This is parti- 
cularly true where students are in- 
structed in dairy cattle judging. 
It is doubtful if true appreciation 
for good dairy cattle and a clear 
understanding of breed type can be 
gained without frequent contact 
with worthy specimens of the several 
breeds. Realizing the importance 
of living models in educational work 
in dairying, Professor H. O. Samp- 
son, supervisor of Agricultural Edu- 
cation in New Jersey, devised plans 
whereby a considerable number of 
New Jersey High School students 
could study and judge well bred 
cattle of good breed type. 

Aside from gaining an apprecia- 
tion for the best in dairy cattle, this 
demonstrational plan of instruction 
also gave ambitious students an op- 
portunity to compete for places on 
judging teams. These teams enter 
into preliminary competition § in 
contests at breeding establishments, 
local dairy shows and the state fair 
after which a team of four students 
is selected to represent the state in 
the judging contest at the National 
Dairy Show at Memphis in October. 
Selection for the state team is based 
on the judging merit of each student 
as manifest in all the local and state 
contests. It is based on consistent 
judging. 

The first judging contest was 
held April 21 as a tour to several 
large herds. Practically all the Vo- 
cational Agricultural High Schools 
in Northern New Jersey were rep- 
resented by three-man teams. 
Eleven schools entered teams in the 
contest, thereby promoting general 
interest in the contest in various 
sections of the state. 


The teams judged two classes of 
Guernseys, Holsteins and Jerseys, 
respectively, at Florham Farm near 
Madison, at Asylum Farm near 
Morristown, and at Twin Oaks 
Farm near Morristown. At each 
farm the delegation was received 
with a welcome which showed 100 
per cent. cooperation on the part of 
the breeders. In fact the hospitality

of J. L. Hope and Harold Hope 
captured the good will of the stu- 
dents in a single bound. Not only 
did these gentlemen show the stu- 
dents a great Guernsey herd built 
upon years of painstaking effort but 
they also trotted out classes of their 
best stock. By enlightening dis- 
cussion of the breeding and produc- 
tion of the animals, Messrs. Hope 
did well in silencing a barrage of 
questions that might have heckled 
a grammar school teacher. Not 
satisfied with such royal treatment, 
they fed the hungry crowd and 
clinched every bond of good will. 
The accompanying photographs 
show better than words how Messrs. 
Hope are fostering interest in dairy 
cattle. 

The enthusiastic interest and 
clean-cut decisions in the contests 
made the tour one to be remembered 
from a dairy cattle judging point of 


view. In most classes the placings 
were supported by sound reasons, 
indicating that previous instruction 
in the schoolroom was bearing fruit. 
If these manifestations can be takes 
as criteria of dairy cattle apprecia- 
tion among students, then we may 
say that vocational agriculture in- 
struction in New Jersey’s schools is 
laying a foundation for a higher type 
of dairying in the state. 

Honor for the highest individual 
score in the contest went to Cancy 
Lorenzo of Newton High School, 
who scored 540.9 points out of a 
possible 600 for the six classes. His 
percentage rating was 90.1. Other 
students scoring more than 500 
points were as follows: Arthur 
Hawkins, Clinton High School, 
527.9; Jonas Bair, Freehold High 
School, 525.2; Edward Lipman, New 
Brunswick High School, 523.4, and 
Roger Merrick, Freehold High 
School, 505. 

In judging Guernseys, Jonas Bair 
of Freehold was high judge, scoring 
187 out of a possible 200 points. 
His percentage rating was 93.5 for 
the two Guernsey classes judged. 
Other students who judged Guern- 
seys with distinction at Florham 
Farm were Francis Phillips, Lam- 
bertville High School, 186.4; Ed- 
ward Lipman, New Brunswick High 
School, 186.3; John Sisco, Newton 
High School, 186.3, and Cancy 
Lorenzo, Newton High School, 185.1 

The averages for the competing 
teams did not vary greatly. The 
highest score of 83.3 per cent. was 
made by both the Clinton and Free- 
hold High School teams. The 
second high scoring team was that 
from the New Brunswick High 
School which scored 79.6 per cent. 
The Madison High School team was 
third, scoring 77.5 per cent. Among 
the remaining eight teams none 
scored less than 60.6 per cent. for 
all the classes judged. 


NEW JERSEY STUDENTS IN ACTION WITH MAJESTIC FRANCE 167878 AT THE EXTREME LEFT 
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hy Feed Grain on Pasture? 


(The dairy specialist of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin in a recent 
dairy herd improvement report tells 
the result of feeding grains during 
the summer. We are giving this 
report in full, hoping that it will 
help some of our junior breeders.) 

A cow eating seventy-five to 100 
pounds of average June grass a day 
is eating the equivalent of fifteen to 
twenty pounds of mixed hay. Do 
we feed our good cows only hay in 
winter? No! Then why do we 
expect our good cows to keep up in 
flesh and in milk flow all summer on 
grass alone? In winter we feed 
liberal amounts of grain and silage 
with hay. That is why cows on 
pasture should get something to 
eat in addition to grass. Good 
grass will help to increase the milk 
flow but it may take off some body 
flesh because there is no fattening 
tendency in lush grass. 

A cow weighing 1200 pounds on 
June 1 after being fed liberally on 
grain all winter was turned out to 
eat only average grass. On July 
15 this same cow weighed 1050 
pounds. This loss in weight of 150 
pounds was not due entirely to the 
heat and the flies. The loss was 
probably due to the lack of proper 
nourishment. : 

Grain feeding in summer is the 
secret of summer profits and con- 
tinued production at the lowest 
cost. Grain feeding the year around 
means the greatest annual profits. 
It helps to build up the cow in sum- 
mer and fall and assures greater 
profits during the winter months. 
It takes more feed in the fall and in 
winter if the cows have been neg- 
lected during the summer months. 
The chief reason why a cow does 
not starve to death on pasture alone 
is because the summer season is too 
short. 


SUMMER GRAIN RATIONS 


On June pasture feed 200 pounds 
of corn meal, 200 pounds of ground 
oats, 100 pounds wheat bran; on 
July and August pasture feed 200 
pounds of corn meal, 200 pounds of 
ground oats, 200 pounds of wheat 
bran, 100 pounds of gluten feed; 
on September and October pasture 
feed 300 pounds of corn meal, 200 
pounds of ground oats, 300 pounds 
of wheat bran, 100 pounds of gluten 
feed, 100 pounds of oil meal. Feed 
One pound of grain for every four 
or five pounds of milk produced. 
Equal parts of barley or corn, and 
oats is a good ration for June. It 
helps hold the body fat on the cows 
when grazing on lush grass. 


GUERNSEY BREEDERS’ 


The ration suggested for Sept- 
ember and October is a winter 
ration and has been fed by most of 
the Cedarburg Grafton Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association members 
as recommended by Gust Wild, the 
tester. This association has the 
highest average of butter fat a cow 
so far reported for 1928 and twenty- 
three of the twenty-four herds in 
the Cedarburg Grafton association 
averaged more than 300 pounds of 
butter fat. Their association aver- 
age is 356 pounds of butter fat a 
cow. All but five members fed 
grain on pasture and most mem- 
bers have. sweet clover pasture. 
It pays to feed well because it does 
not pay to starve. 


FIGURING THE VALUE OF PASTURE 


Testers are asking, ‘‘How should 
we figure the value of different 
quality pasture?” It has been 
suggested by some members and 
testers that an average of three 
dollars be charged for pasture in 
June, two dollars a month for pas- 
ture in July and August, and one 
dollar a month for pasture in Sept- 
ember and October. This brings 
the total to nine dollars a cow for 
the pasture season of 150 days or 
about six cents a day for just aver- 
age pasture. 

Good pasture is worth ten cents 
a day while it lasts. Where cows 
are grazing on sweet clover pasture, 
or its equivalent, a charge of not 
less than three dollars a month 
should be made for each cow. 

While cows are receiving liberal 
supplies of grain, silage and hay in 
addition to the grass, the pasture 
charge may be reduced to at least 
half of the above suggested rate. 
The tester and member should go 
out into the pasture each month 
to see what quality of grass is being 
fed. They may better determine 
the amount and quality of grain to 
feed, and how many cows might 
graze on a given pasture. 


FEEDING GRAIN TO Dry Cows 


A Wisconsin Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association member 
proved that liberal feeding of grain 
to a dry cow pays. One of his cows 
receiving little or no rest before 
calving produced 5140 pounds of 
milk testing 3.5 per cent. and 180 
pounds of butter fat. The following 
year this cow was fitted two months 
before calving. Her production 
increased to 8800 pounds of milk 
testing 3.7 per cent. and 325 pounds 
of butter fat. Fitting a cow general- 
ly helps to increase the butter fat 
test. ‘ 
The owner says that it pays to 
treat a dry cow as though you were 
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getting her ready for the butcher, 
and then keep her home and milk 
her. In other words, a cow makes 
her next milk record during the 
time she stands dry. 


Dry Cow FITTING RATIONS 


The following are suggested dry 
cow fitting rations: Ground oats, 
100 pounds; hominy, barley or 
cornmeal, 100 pounds; brewers grain 
or wheat bran, 100 pounds; lin- 
seed oil meal, 100 pounds; wheat 
bran, 300 pounds; ground oats 300 
pounds; ground barley, 300 pounds; 
gluten feed, 150 pounds; linseed 
oil meal, 100 pounds.

purchased calves and grew them out for his first milk- 
ers and began growing feeds to sell in the form of milk, 
and to make it a go he lived on the farm until things 
were well established. He growsvall his feed, princi- 
pally corn and soybeans, and grinds it in his own feed 
mill. Four men operate the feed production farm and 
one man and his wife look after cows and milk. If it 
were not paying he would not now be building new 
barns and silos and putting in a Delco power plant, a 
Frigidaire for milk room, and other permanent im- 
provements. 


R. C. Guy turned from beef cattle to dairying for a 
quicker turnover. A herd of fifty Guernseys is headed 
by a son of Langwater Africander 57121, being worth 
$25,000. The milk from Mr. Guy’s herd, sold to Ches- 
ter Milk Company for retail in Chester, pays his feed 
and labor bills plus a profit, leaving the calves and 
manure as excess profit. The cost of herd testing done 
regularly is, he says, his best investment, saving waste 
on nonproducers. 

A third leg of the tripod on which now rests the 
Chester Milk Company is the herd of W. B. String- 
fellow, a score of pure bred Guernseys. As a sideline 
to general farming Mr. Stringfellow ‘‘fooled with 
cows”’ for years, bought his first pure breds in 1920, 
says, “Testing is the best investment a dairyman can 
make,” and (answering a question as to utilization of 
land in the presence of the boll weevil) declared, “‘I 
swear I don’t know, if I couldn’t use land for dairy 
farming.” Selling home-grown feeds to his cows, 
selling whole milk to Chester people, selling surplus 
young stock to whoever has a good price, selling manure 
to his land—that is how Mr. Stringfellow makes dairy- 
ing a good go. 


The Chester Movement in Brief 


But space forbids further details of how the move- 
ment toward a well established pure bred Guernsey 
dairy industry is progressing. A few items briefly 
stated must suffice, therefore, to sum up the matter. 

1. Starting ten years ago with its first carload of 
pure bred dairy cattle imported, Chester County is 
now such a center of high class Guernsey blood that 
in 1927 Chester dairy farmers were able to sell, with 
not too great depletion of herds, about $100,000 worth 
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of good grade cows and $25,000 worth of tiptop pure 
breds. 


2. Three years ago all forces—county farm agent, 
chamber of commerce, bankers, newspapers, farmers 

‘uniting on a pure bred sire campaign, rid the county 
of scrub dairy sires and brought in many pure bred 
Guernsey bulls, and this big successful piece of work 
has done much to hasten the rise of the county as a 
high class Guernsey center. 


3. The Community Creamery, at Chester, with 
ninety per cent. of its patrons from the home county, 
distributes 100 to 175 cream checks a week, total- 
ing $350 to $500 each, and makes and sells over 2,000 
pounds of butter. Its list of patrons grows pleasingly 


larger with each passing month. 


4. The Chester Milk Company, buyer and retailer 
of whole milk, handling chiefly the product of four 
big Guernsey herds, supplies ninety per cent. of the 
milk used in the city of Chester. Chester City pride- 
fully boasts using milk from pure bred Guernseys ex- 
clusively. 


- 


5. A 4-H calf club, enrolling yearly many wide- 
awake farm youngsters from all parts of the county, 
helps to put new pure bred heifers on many farms and 
new ideas into the minds of many dads, but, best of 
all, helps to train future dairy-minded farmers. 


6. In the county are now about 150 farmers keep- 
ing a few to twelve or fifteen Guernsey cows as a side- 
line to their general farming, and a limited number 
of commercial dairymen with considerably larger 
herds. Many more farmers would now buy cows, say 
those familiar with local conditions, if they had money 
to make the start, and reports show that some of these 
are even now finding a way. 

7. The Chester Chamber of Commerce, whose 
leaders see beyond the Chester City limits and realize 
that their interests are wrapped in the soil of 3,500 
farms in the county, has as its secretary C. G. Cush- 
man, who is at heart an agricultural leader and was 
in fact for years an extension service dairying special- 
ist. Mr. Cushman never sleeps on an opportunity to 
promote the dairying interests of the county, and he 
is ably supported by Ralph W. Coarsey, county farm 
agent of the Extension Service, himself a former dairy- 
man whose training and experience fit him admirably 
for leadership in a county where diversification through 
dairying is the recognized wise course.

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HERE is a very marked general 
acceptance of pure bred dairy cat- 


tle by dairymen in this country 
for a period covering the past two years. 
This movement is continuing with ac- 
celeration this year. A study of the busi- 
ness of each of the five dairy breeds 
shows that all can look forward to a year 
of gratifying increases. 

Something is at work that has brought 
recognition of pure bred efficiency to the 
dairymen of the country. Probably there 
are many factors or a combination of 
factors that should be credited. There 
is one, however, that needs no second 
thought to be recognized. It is the ex- 
cellent work accomplished during the 
past several years by the Dairy Bureau 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, railroads, colleges, and all allied 
educational channels, together with 
creameries and the whole dairy products 
industry in cooperatively featuring the 
value of pure bred sires. 

This project gives thousands of dairy- 
men their first experience with potent 
blood for increased production. It teaches 
from facts that are difficult to ignore. 
When those first daughters of a pure bred 
sire start milking and represent the first 
top cross with pure breds, there is a thrill 
experienced by the dairyman that he 
never forgets. Probably with that first 
milking heifer comes the inspiration to 
reach the fountain head of creditable 
production the pure bred. 

There are few years in our history as 
a breed that could bring more satis- 
factory results than were recorded the 
last fiscal year. It is not necessary to 
repeat the facts warranting this state- 
ment. Readers of the JOURNAL need 
but refer to their files for the Secretary’s 
and Treasurer’s reports. 

The first quarter of the 1928-1929 
fiscal year has just closed. It reveals 
the fact that the demand for Guernseys 
proceeds without abatement. It has 
but one fault. Just about the time the 
Central Office has readjusted itself to 
the increase in orders, there is need for 
immediate readjustment to handle the 
increase. This should not be a fault 
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from one point of view, but it has meant 
that the secretary cannot accept but a 
very small percentage of the invitations 
to be in the field with the breeders. Be 
that as it may, we are happy to report 
that there have been registered this fiscal 
year up to July 1, 1928, 10,840 animals. 
This is nearly an eighteen per cent. in- 
crease over the same period last year. 
The transfers for this same period num- 
ber 9456, nearly fourteen per cent. more 
than the same period last year. These 
figures become more significant when it is 
known that the registrations for last year, 
1927-1928, over the previous year, 1926- 
1927, for the first quarter were but ninety- 
one as compared with 1687, while the 
transfers were 317 as compared with 1147. 
There are interesting facts in connec- 
tion with territory, sex and prices, which 
must come at a later date. It is true, how- 
ever, that every phase of the industry is 
at this time giving very encouraging facts. 
If breeders refused to continue their 
Advanced Register work, it is doubtful 
if progressive reports could be made. 
There is no doubt that the 571 breeders 
doing this work are contributing marked- 
ly to the progress of the breed. The data 
they furnish us is some of the most im- 
pressive and convincing data that we 
can give prospective breeders. There 
has always been commercial value in 
Advanced Register work. (Guernsey 
breeders have been the most progressive 
in acknowledging it, and at the close of 
this quarter of the fiscal year there are 
over 200 more cows on test than ever 
in the history of the breed. It is not 
necessary to indicate the creditable pro- 
duction of these 2643 cows, it can be 
seen by “‘ What the Cows are Doing.” 
During the past few months there has 
been a steady increase in the size of the 
JOURNAL with two issues containing 128 
pages. Circulation has also shown a 
steady increase, and from a recent sur- 
vey we find that one out of every three 
breeders of Guernseys in America sub- 
scribe to the JOURNAL. The May 1 and 
May 15 JOURNALS alone contained 161 
pages of advertising, a record for any 
one month.
